FIRST TRAIN SINCE APRIL 22 
THRILLS GREENVILLE, MISS. 


Isolated by Flood Almost Three 
Months, Citizens Gather to 


Greet Arrival. .

GREENVILLE, Miss., July 16.— 
More than three hours late, Green- 
ville’s first train since the Missis- 
sippi River flood waters inundated 
the city April 22 whistled ite way 
into town at 3:50 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon, to be welcomed at the de- 
pot by a crowd that refused to be 
daunted by its lateness. 

Twenty-one box cars, a baggage 
car, a coach carrying eight white 
and two Negro passengers and a 
caboose made up the train. It was 
as welcome to Greenville residents 
as if it had been an all-Pullman 
flyer. It came from Rolling Fork, 
40 miles south over the Yazoo 
& Mississippi Valley Railroad, and 
was delayed by stops to pick up 
freight. 

Until today trains from the 
South were able to proceed only 
as far as Rolling Fork, although 
from the North they could get to 
Metcalfe, six miles from Green- 
ville, from which point passengers 
were transferred.

BENTON, Ill, July 16.—An 
order by State’s Attorney Boswell 
for the release of Elmer Kane, 
Iowa aviator who confessed he was 
hired in a plot to bomb the Birger 
gang rendezvous from an airplane, 
added a touch of mystery late to- 
day to the trial of Charlie Birger, 
Art Newman and Ray Hyland for 
conspiracy in the murder of Mayor 
Joe Adams of West City on Decem- 
ber 12, last. 

Boswell said he had a “good 
rgason’”’ for not wanting to try 

ane in Williamson County for the 
ombing, but aded he would not 
divulge the reason until the Birger 
trial is over. 

Kane was arrested at Waterloo, 
Ia., early today. He had confessed 
he was hired by Mayor Adams to 
pilot the airplane from which 
bombs were dropped on “Shady 
Rest,’”” Birger’s roadhouse near 
Marion, Nov. 12. Police of Water- 
loo. said he made a signed state- 
ment that Mayor Adams paid him 
$1000 and gave him an automobileé 
for his part_ih the bombing. 
Instructions Sent to Waterloo, Ia. 

Boswell, who was aware two days 
ago that Kane had confessed and 
who had ordered him held for the 
Williamson County authorities, to- 
day instructed Waterloo police to 
release Kane. A letter explaining 
the order would follow, he wired 
the Waterloo police. 

Boswell's strategy possibly has 
something to do with the debate of 
the defense counsel in the Birger 
trial over Kane as a witness. 

Birger’s lawyers are now con- 
sidering the advisability of pre- 
senting Kane as a witness. Charles 
A. Karch, of defense counsel], said 
this might be done if Kane is wil- 
ling and if his testimony is com- 
patible with the nature of the de- 
fense. This point, however, is yet 
undecided. 

Prosecutor Not Surprised 

Gus Adams, brother of the mur- 
dered Mayor, denied knowing 
Kane or knowing of the bombing 
plans. State’s Attorney Marty also 
descounted the importance of the 
aviator in Birger’s defense. 

“I am not surprised at Kane’s 
confession,” he commented. “I 
expected something like this. His 
statement will make no difference. 
We will continue to present our 
case Monday.” 

Mrs. Joe Adams and _eé =~several 
neighbors from West City are ex- 
pected to take the stand when 
State's testimony is resumed. They 
are expected to testify concerning 
threats made against Adams by 
Birge. Harry Thomasson, confes- 
sed slayer of Adams and _ the 
State’s star witness, is expected 
to be here from the Chester Peni- 
tentiary. but he may not take the 
stand Monday. Also coming from 
Chester is Danny Brown, former 
Birger gangster, to testify Birger 
hired the Thomasson brothers for 
the Adams murder the day before 
it was committed. 

Rush For Seats at Trial 

Special] precautions are ‘an order 
to handle the enormous crowd in 
town for the trial. Only 500 can 
get in the courthouse and the rush 
for seats has during the last eight 
days of the trial created dangerous 
situations. Sheriff Pritchard is 
doubling his force of deputies as- 
signed to watch the crowd. 

The State's case probably will 
require three or four more days. 
It is not known how long the de-

Every One of 250 Houses 
in South Park, Kan., De- 
stroyed or Damaged;

FOUR FATALITIES

Three in Family Perish in 
Ruins of Farm House 
Near Lebo, Kan., and Boy 
Dies Near Burlingame.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. July 16.—A 


tornado or series of tornadoes 
sweeping northeastward through 
Kansas and into the southern edge 
of Kansas City late today killed at 
least eight persons, injured perhaps 
100 and demolished scores of 
tomes. 

Four persons were killed and 
more than a score seriously injured 
when a tornado laid waste to the 
little town of South Park, Kan., 
several miles southwest of here. 
About 75 homes were destroyed and 
few, if any, of the 250 houses in 
the town escaped damage. The 
town has a population of 800. 

Three persons were killed near 
Lebo, Kan., 90 miles southwest of 
Kansas City, and another was killed 
near Burlingame, Kan., 70 miles 
southwest of here. 

Houses were unroofed and trees 
blown down when the storm struck 
the southern edge of Kansas City, 
but no deaths were reported. 

Tornado Follows Heavy Rain. 

The tornado at South Park, pre- 
ceded by a gale and heavy rain, 
swooped down just as the storm 
seemed about to abate. 

The known dead are: 

Mrs. 8S. J. Butts, 70 years old. 

Donald Hites, 12, grandson of 
Mrs. Butts. 

Roma Scott, 38. 

Charlie Anson of Shawnee, Kan. 

Mrs. Butts was killed when a 
house, swept along by the tornado, 
crushed the home of R. E. Hites. 

Donald Hites and Scott were 
killed when the brick building of 
a general wayehouse store col- 
lapsed. * 

Other Towns Send Aid, 

Physicians from Kansas City, 
Kan., Shawnee and Merriam, Kan., 
went to the aid of the injured. 
They were assisted by firemen and 
policemen sent from Kansas City,

NEW YORK, July 16.—Three 
persons were killed by lightning 
and damage running into thou- 
sands of dollars was done by a 
storm which broke over New York, 
tonight, bringing at least tem por- 
ary relief from the 3-day siege of 
heat.

Old Testament Revised 
Into Language of Today 


New Chicago U. Translation, Completed After 
Three Years, Said to Be More Accurate 
Than King James Text. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—The story 
of the serpent that enticed Eve 
into committing the first sin is 
cast in modern language in the 
first American translation of the 
Old Testament, completed after 
three years’ work by four noted 
American and Canadian students 
of ancient Hebrew. The work is 
to be published by the University 
of Chicago. 

The classic example of concise‘ 
writing held up before young pen- 
men—the description of the crea- 
tion of the world in 10 words—be- 
comes 49 words in a compound 
sentence in the American transla- 
tion. The 49 words, however, 
cover the same ground as the first 
four verses of the King James 
version. 

The first sentence of the older 
version is: “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth.” 

The new translation is: “When 
God began to create the heavens 
and the earth, the earth being a 
desolate waste, with darkness cov- 
ing the abyss and the spirit of God 
hovering over the waters, then 
God said: ‘Let there be light!’ and 
there was light; and God saw that 
the light was good.” 

Modern Conversational Style. 

The serpent’s temptation of Eve 
in the third chapter of Genesis is 
set forth in modern conversational 
style, and Adam's declaration is 
translated thus: “The woman 
whom you set at my side, it was 
she who gave me fruit from the 
tree; so I atc it!” 

The new version follows the 
first American translation of the 


years ago by Prof. Edgar J. Good- 
speed of the University of Chicago. 
The men who undertook the work 
are Prof. Theophile J. Meek, Uni- 
versity of Toronto, Alex G. Gor- 
don, United Theological College 
and McGill University of Montreal; 
Leroy Waterman, University of 
Michigan, -and Dr. J. M. Powis 
Smith of the University of Chicago, 
editor of the work. 

The new translation was at- 
tempted, Dr. Smith said, because of 
the fact that scholars of Hebrew in 
the last 25 years have gained a 
vastly greater knowledge of the 
language and of the people than 
was available at the time the 
earlier translations were made. A 
new translation, he continued, was 
known to have the possibility of a 
far better and more exact inter- 
pretation of what the Hebrew 
writers of the Old Testament meant 
to convey. 

Song of Solomon Changed, 

Decided differences in the new 
translation and the old are found. 
The Song of Solomon is vastly 
changed, though. the modernized 
poetical style was declared to com- 
pare favorably with the work of 
the scholars in King James’ day, 

“Our guiding principle has been 
that the official masoretic text 
must be adhered to as long as it 
made satisfactory sense,” said Dr. 
Smith. “We have not tried to cre- 
ate a new text, but, rather, to 
translate the received text wher- 
ever translation was possible.” 

The new version of the Song of 
Solomon is in modern English and 
arranged in stanzas, instead of the 
running verse form of earlier 
translations. The new interpreta-

VANZETTI BEGINS 
HUNGER STRIKE Ad 
SEURELY PROTEST 


Tells Defense Committee He 
Prefers Death by Starva- 
tion to Being Killed on 
False Evidence.

BOSTON, July 16.—Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, who with Nicola Sacco is 
under sentence of death -for mur- 
der committed in 1920, today be- 
gan a hunger strike at the Charles- 
town State Prison, the Sacco-Van- 
zetti defense committee announced 
tonight. 


The two men were to have been 
electrocuted this week, but Gov. 
Fuller granted a respite of one 
month to permit Lim to review the 
evidence taken at their trial. 

Warden William Hendry of the 
Charlestown prison, when the 
statement of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
Defense Committee was brought 
to his attention, denied Vanzetti 
had embarked on a hunger strike 

“There ig not a particle of truth 
in the statement,” the Warden as- 
serted. 

Objects to Secret Hearing. 

In a statement issued to the 
newspapers tonight the committee 
said Vanzetti had said he “pre- 
ferred to take his own life by «tar- 
vation rather than be killed on 
false evidence introduced in Gov. 
Fuller’s office behind closed doors 
where he was not represented by 
counsel.” 


The Governor, assisted by an ad- 
visory committee, made up 0o 
President A. Lawrence Lowell of 
Harvard University, former Judge 
Robert Grant of the Probate Court 
and President Samuel Stratton of 
| Massachusetts Institute of Technol. 
ogy has been hearing witnesses 
for some time. 

It was said that through 
Mrs. Rosa Sacco, wife of one of 
the condemned men, their only 
means of contact with the outside 
world except their counsel, Van- 
zetti had been informed of certain 
matters told te the Governor by 
witnesses. 

Committee §ssmes Statement. 

In its statement the Sacco-Van- 
zetti Defense Committee said: 
“The position taken by Vanzetti 
is identical with that taken by this 
committee from the start of this 
investigation. He feels that it is 
the very negation of fustice to sub- 
stitute for an unfair trial a trial 
behind closed doors where hostile 
witnesses are introduced who have 
never before appeared in the case. 
and where any witness, because of 
the secrecy, becomes a new wit- 
ness. 

“He explained, in speaking of 
the hunger strike, that he would 
not again feel like preserving his

Palace of Justice Still Is 
Burning, While More 
Fights Occur Between 
Mob and Police in Streets. 


SOLDIERS’ ATTITUDE 
REPORTED PASSIVE 


Government Brings in 
Forces in Which It Has 
Confidence to Help Civil 
Authorities Patrol City.

VIENNA, July 16.—The number 
of killed in Vienna is estimated to- 
night at 250: the wounded cannot 
be determined. 

The Palace of Justice still is 
burning, the rooms being flooded 
with water and one ceiling after 
another caving in. 


Vienna and outlying districts are 
under martial law. The folice are 
instructed to quell further disturb- 
ances ruthlessly, 

For many hours the police and 
mobs struggled in various parts 
of the capital today. There were 
some desperate encounters. 

The general postoffice, the Pal- 
ace of Justice and the _ editoria! 
offices of several “die hard” news- 
papers present a scene of wreck- 
age. Tales of gruesome brutality 
are recounted everywhere, of how 
mobs stormed the police station 
and felled and kicked the officers 
and burned the official documents. 
It is rumored that in many in- 
stances the troops sided with the 
rioters. 

The Social-Democrats have is- 
sued a manifesto, declaring: 

“We do not want a collision be- 
tween the workmen and the sol- 
diers of the Republican army. 
Therefore, comrades, no demon- 
strations, but a silent, dignified and 
complete protest strike for 24 
hours.” 

Notwithstanding thig the Trade 
Unions are planning a monster 
demonstration for tomorrow. 

Communication Is Out Off. 

It is difficult to say whether the 
revolutiondry movement has been 
controlled, for practically all 
means of communication have been 
stopped. 

Between midnight and early 
morning comparative quiet reigned, 
interrupted only at intervals by 
strong military detachments pa- 
trolling the streets. main 
work of quelling -the rioting de- 
volves on the police, as the soldiers 
are assuming a passive attitude. 
Whenever the police succeed in 
dispersing one crowd, another 
forms farther on. 

Toward 1 p. m. desuitory firing 
was heard in the outlying districts. 
The Government is bringing in 
loyal forces in which it places con- 
fidence. 

All hopes are centered on the 
discussion which has been going on 
between Chancellor Seipel, and the 
Social-Democratic leader, Kar! 
Seitz. The discussion has as its ob- 
ject some change in the Govern- 
ment. It is firmly believed that a 
coalition Government with the 
Social-Democrats will be formed 
and that Police Chief Schober 
will be compelled to resign. 

Alluding to Scheber, the Social- 
Democrats assert that “his brutal 
radical offensive caused the wp- 
rising of the masses.” 

Go To Aid of Strikers. 

A great exodus of Social-Demo- 
crats in automobiles for Salzburg. 
Kufstein, Ling and other non-Ty-

Motorists arriving from the Tyrol 
report that Tyrol is atarting n 
counter movement against the Vi- 
ennese Social-Democrats.

Reiterating its previous conten- 
tion that the difference in freight 
rates batween St. Louis and East 
St. Louis on coal should not ex- 
ceed 10 cents a ton, the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, in a.new

The brief marks another step in 
the effort begun by the Chamber 
of Commerce several months ago 
to obtain a reduction in existing 
freight rates on coal] shipped to the 
city, and is an answer to a_ recent 
tentative report of an examiner 
for the commission, in which rec- 
ommendation was made that $1.13 
be established as the base rate. The 
examiner also had proposed that 
the rate to East St. Louis be _ in- 
creased from 70 to 80 cents to 83 
cents a_ ton.

Louis rates and the spread between 
the two cities and that in lieu 
thereof .the lower rates be estab- 
lished. Eight distinct reasons why 
the examiner’s report should be re- 
jected are cited by the chamber ‘, 
support its demand. An oppor- 
tunity to present oral argument 
also is asked. 

Taking issue with a statement 


a 20 cents differential in the.rates 
between St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, was “found not unjustly 
discriminatory nor unduly prejudi- 
cial’ in a case decided by the com- 
mission in May, 1920, the chamber 
pointed out in its brief that this 
was “fallacious reasoning.” 
Further evidence that the rea- 
sonableness of the present rates 
has never been before the com- 
mission for decision is given by the 


the examiner’s report. The exam- 
iner declared that “in cases here- 
inbefore cited the difference of 20 
and 25 cents which formerly exist- 
ed in rates to St. Louis and East 
St. Louis were found not unjuetly 
discriminatory nor unduly preju- 
dicial, but the Commission has not 
had before it for determination the 
question as to the amount that 
would be proper as a maximum.” 

In its answer, the Chamber's 
brief declares that “we desire to 
direct attention here to the fact 
that the examiner admits the 
soundness of our contention, that 
this commission has never until 
now, had before it for determina- 
tion the amount of the difference 
in rates, St. Louls over East 5t. 
Louis and that it is here presented 
for the first time, as is the reason- 
ableness per se of the rates them- 
selves. The examiner makes this 
admission. it seem: to us, because 
it cannot be avoided, but in gloss- 
ing over the facts and evidence 
presented in these cases it is ap- 
parent that he has not kept it be- 
fore him,” 

The Chamber’s fourth, fifth and 
eighth exception to the examiner's 
report are grouped together. They 
deal vith the spread in the rates 
between St. Louis and East St. 
Louis. Objection was made to the 
use of the word “charge” by the 
examiner in referring to the 32 
cent allowance made by the vari- 
ous proprietary lines to ‘ 3 Ter- 
minal ‘ailroad for hauling coal 
across the river; to the contention 
of the examiner that the “evidence 
of record warrants a conclusion 
that uniform differences greater 
than 25 cents r:ay properly be 
maintained in the rates on coal] to 
East St. Louis and St. Louis for al! 
lengths of hauls;” and the declara- 
tion that “rates required by State 
authority to be maintained from 
mines in zllinois to the East St. 
Louis district are unduly preferen- 
tial of intrastate traffic and ship- 
pers thereof, unduly prejudicial to 
interstate traffic and shippers 
thereof unjustly discriminatory 
against interstate commerce to the 
extent that they are lower than 
the rates on like traffic to the St. 
Louis district by more than 30 
cents.”’ 

The Chamber contended that the 
32 cents allowance is in no sense 
a charge and should not be consid- 
ered in arriving at a reasonable 
rate; that the 25 cents difference 
in rates between St. Louis and 
East St. Louis is unreasonable, as 
is also the 30 cents spread recom- 
mended by the examiner. 

The Chamber points out various 
cases that have been passed upon 
by the Commission to substantiate 
its contention that the Terminal 
Association, as such, is not a dis- 
tinct entity, but is merely an ex- 
tension of the individual lines into 
St. Louis. 

Objection also is made to the 
recommendations of the examiner 
that “rates from all mines in the 
Belleville group to St. Louis are 
unreasonable to the extent § that 
they exceed $1.13 and that the 
rates to the St. Louis district from 
mines in Western Kentucky and 
Illinois other than’ those in the 
Belleville group are not unreason- 


‘ber in its brief that these two rec- 
ommenadtions are irreconcilable, 
and “shows conclusively that the 
examiner has not given this case 
the consideration it merits.”

EXPOLICE CHIEF 
FOUND GUILTY OF 
MELLETT MURDER 


Jury at Canton Returns Ver- 
dict Against Lengel After 
Four Hours’ Deliberation 
and Recommends Mercy. 


By the Associated Press. 

CANTON, O., July 16.—Seramus 
A. Lengel, former Chief of the 
Canton Police Department, was 
found guilty late today of the 
murder of Don R. Mellett, Canton 
editor, one year to the day from 
the time Mellett was shot down by 
a hired gunman im the drifeway of 
his home, 
qa the jury recommended mercy 
and unless a new trial, which was 
immediately sought by R. F. Hahn. 
chief of the defense counsel, is 
granted and results in a different 
verdict, the gray-haired veteran of 
59 years must spend the remain. 
der of his life behind the walls of 
the Ohio Penitentiary. 

The verdict was returned by a 
jury. of five men and seven women 
after a little more than four hours’ 
deliberation. 

For the first time since he went 
on trial last Monday the defendant 
gave vent to his emotions when the 
bailiff read the jury’s verdict. 

Lengel Protests Innocence, 

Locked in the arms of his 
daughter, Daisy, and his wife. 
Erma, Lengel raised his head and 
cried: “I swear before God I am 
not guilty of that crime.” 

Mother.and daughter wept hys- 
terically as they stood in his. em- 
brace. Lengel tried to console 
them.-. The bailiff had ordered the 
courtroom cleared of spectators. 

“There is no justice!” cried the 
broken Chief. 

Lengel turned suddenly to Sher- 
iff Ed Gibson, who had come to 
escort him back to county jail. 

“I am ‘as innocent as any man 
that ever was in this courtroom.” 

The conviction of Lengel came 
today on the anniversary of the 
assassination of Mellett, who was 
killed at the height of a newspaper

world. 

Unless Judge Frank Clevenger 
grants a motion for a new trial 
Lengel will join Patrick McDer- 
mott, Louis Mazer, Ben Rudner and 
Floyd Streitenberger at Ohiv peni- 
tentiary.

All but Ma- 
zer were given life terms, and he 
gained leniency for turning State’s 
evidence. 

Judge Clevenger announced that 
he would hear the motion for a 
new trial on July 22. 

On the witness stand Lengel had 
protested his innocence of any part 
in the conspiracy that involved the 
other convicted men. The State’s 
case against him was based on di- 
rect and circumstantial evidence 
intended to prove that he had en- 
couraged a plot against Mellett be- 
cause the editor had been attack- 
ing the police department. 

Was to Retire on Pension. 

On the day that he was indicted, 
Lengel was to have been retired 
on pension had he not, been sus- 
pended soon after the Mellett mur- 
der. He had been a member of 
the police department for approxi- 
mately 20 years and five years of 
that time he spent as chief of po-

RUST NERVOUSNESS AGAIN = - 
FACTOR IN WHEAT RISE 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—Nervousness over 
révival of fears of probable important dam- 
age by black rust brought about a ma- 
terial advance in wheat values today. Clos 
ing quotations on wheat were firm, 1%¢ 
to 1%c net. higher, with corn unchanged to 
Sac off, cats %@%c to %c down and 
provisions varying from 2c decline to @ 
rige of 10c. 

Disturbing advices about black rust ar- 
rived today from both sides of the Canadian 
border but the main source was a dispatch 
that came out of Bradley, 8. D. Tb 
sender, one of the crop observers, repor 
that heavy rain last night, followed by. 
hot, sultry weather today, bad made con- 
ditions ideal for development of black rust. 
Notwithstanding that he said he did not 
consider the situation alarming, and de- 
spite a statement by the Rust Prevention 
Association that most of the crop in South 
Dakota and in the southern part of North 
Dakota is virtually made and ia out of 
Kthe way of rust damage, a buying flurry 
here set in at once, 

Upturnes in price gained impetus from 
Winnipeg, reports later telling of black 
rust on wheat stems in Manitoba, Houses 
with Northwestern and Eastern connec- 
tions were prominent in the buying and 
there were signs, too, of enlarged export 
inguiry. Predictions of warmer weather 
Northwest contributed an additional elec- 
ment of strength and so, likewise, did the 
fact that the market here was in an over- 
loaded condition as a result of aggressive 
bear movements which have taken place 
during the last few days on account of 
optimistic field reports heretofore at hand. 

Corn crop advices today were favorable, 
but corsequent setbacks in price for future 
deliveries were largely overcome by wheat 
strength. A stimulating influence, too, 
was good business in cash corn sales total- 
ey 236,000 bushels, the largest in some 
time, 

Oats were governed chiefly by the action 
of corn. 

Provisions displayed a firm undertone, 
better consumer demand being looked for.

CAIL should not be disturbed 
uring the mating and nesting 
n; and I am prompted to 


write on this subject because I ran 
across two different men one day 


last week working their dogs. I 


only had the chance to talk to one 


of them and he was very much 


disgusted because his young dog 
had run over and flushed a nest- 
ing bird. The man started in with 
a whip to punish his dog who was 
not to bjame, for during the nest- 
ing season quail throw off very | 
little if any scent. 

When I explained this to the 
man and also told him about the 
harm he was doing by disturbing 
the birds at this time of the year, 
he was very decent about it and 
thanked me for setting him right, 
Saying further that he was 
through working his dog during 
the spring and summer. 

It is foolish to work a dog at 
this time of the year; first be- 
cause it is too hot and a young 
dog will soon iose interest and 
quit or else he will be overcome

MOSCOW, May 12. 

_ LATE afternoon sun was: disappearing, « 
Aistne the cloudless blue sky a hundred | 

shades of red, when we left the train 
at Nikoleiev for Beloozersk (White Lake), 
and obtained our first sight of a Jewish 
colony in the Ukraine. 

It was May and on either side waving 
green fields of winter wheat, sprouting 
spring barley, newly plowed patches of black 
flowed as level as a peacefu! sea to the 
horizon, part of the miles of the Ukraine 
steppe. A cluster of houses or even a tree 
was rare. All else was destroyed by revo- 
lution or famine. 


Wheel tracks branched across the dry { 
grass to Beloozerrk, an L-shaped tract of 
4172 acres, surveyed for two villages and 
individual farms for 89 families, in the first 
stage of development, one of the newest of 
the so-called new Jewish colonies. Only five 
permanent houses were finished. One vil- 
lage was sprouting near the ruins of the 
farm buildings of a former estate. 

The men folk among the new settlers had 
come from the Kiev and Odessa districts last 
autumn, a few had remained to watch the 
fields through the winter and in the spring 
the others had returned with the women and / 
children. The 600 acres, plowed with 
tractors and sown with winter wheat last 
fall, were green, 600 more acres had been 
plowed and sown with bariey in the epring, 
_and 600 were being plowed for next winter. 

The new colonists suggested a class in the 
first week of school before it settles down 
to a working unit with the discordant ones 
weeded out and the natural leaders selected. 
One furtive youth swinging a whip was full 
of grievances, chiefly that the ther was 
too dry. A stout, a eee with a 
lively 3-year-old youngster astraddle her hip, 
complained that the younre agronom in 
charge of the district did not like her. A 
young man with Socialist ideas made a 
Speech urging that the community build all 
the houses, 

“But that isn’t the right way,’’ said Dr. 
Rosen, listening patiently to all. “We don’t 
know whether a family wil: stick it out, 
Whether it will repay its loan, and, more 
than all, a house is built better when the 
builder knows that it is his and that he is 
Going to live in !t.”

Soviet Gives Colonists Lands, 
Tax Exemption for Three Years 
And Right to Cut Timber Tracts 


MOSCOW, May 1:2. 

EWISH colonization work in Russia ‘is 

under Kumzet (committee for the ag- 
ricultural settlement of laboring Jews), a 
government body directly under the pre- 
sidium of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. Four organizations give ad- 
ditional help—Agrojoint (American-]Jew- 
ish agricultural association), organized in 
Russia but with headquarters in New York 
and supported by the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution committee; Ort (so- 
ciety promoting Jewish artisans and agri- 
culturists) with the same support; Ozet 
(society for land settlement of Jews), a 
voluntary society with 50,000 sustaining 
members in Russia, and Ica- (Jewish col- 
onization association), an Anglo-French 
organization handling the legacies of the 
late Baron de Hirsh of Argentina. 

The soviet Government presents the 
Jewish colonist exactly what is zeceived 
free by other colonists: 

The land. 

Timberetracts for cutting. 

Tax exemption for three years. 

Reduced transportation rates. 

Suspension of military service for three 
years. 

Import of farm machinery duty free. 

In addition, the government furnishes 
from 5 to 10 per cent of the capital of the 
village co-operatives, certain credits for 
tools and -seeds and most of the support 
for schools, hospitals, dispensaries and 
similar institutions after they are started. 

Agrojoint contributes free to colonists: 

Survey of the individual holdings. 

Plat of the village. 

Water supply, usually a well. 

Plans for houses of specified type. 

Preparation of the land for the first 
crop. 

Supervision and instruction. 

In addition, Agrojoint supplies credit 
of varyine terms and building material, 
seeds, equipment and other supplies at cost.

With every trace of human habita- 
tion destroyed, it was as near a desert as 
possible for once fertile land which had lain 
eight years without cultivation. 

A year and a half later our automobile

of Russian well diggers was working. Wells

white in the sunlight like rows of little 
whitewashed blocks on a green carpet, others 
distant roofs where the steppe of waving 
grain met the curving horizon. Such is the 
change which two and one-half years of sys- 
tematic colonization has brought to the 
Ukraine. : 

This was the second well for Weisbrunnen. 
A few months ago when the young agronom 
came to the spot which now is a growing 
village, he found the ruins of a well. That 
sole relic of life on the steppe indicated that 
once it had been fertile and populated. The 
site was picked for a colony, the well as a 
nucleus. Seven human bodies, pieces of 
wagons and other debris were brought up 
when it was cleaned, bore evidence of the 
tragedy which had swept the Ukraine. Weis- 
brunnen now had 61 houses and the village 
needs a second well for its stock. It covers 
4117 acres divided among 98 families. 


\Began With Dugouts, 


Then Build a School. 


Three miles across the fields is Neiwelt, 
whose first settlers also came in 1925, put- 
ting up little. mud dugouts for tempcrary 
shelter. Neiwelt is 3000 acres with 51 houses 
completed. Back of a space marked off for 
the village park along the main street, wag- 
ons were dumping stone for the foundations 
of a school. Trees are planted in front of 


/ some of the houses, while in one fenced yard 


a lilac bush was in bloom. 


It is hard to believe that in so short a 
time the bare prairie has been transformed 
into mile after mile of cultivated fields, 
sprinkled with little villages, trim white- 
washed houses on both sides vf main streets, 
vineyards and orchards starting in back and 
occasionally a flower in. bloom. Fences set 
off a village, give it an appearance of cohe- 
sion and compactness, more than any other 
touch. Also they are the first necessity be- 
tween trees and foraging herds. Trotzkoi, 
named after Leon Trotzky, was different 
from any other village because of its fences 
of rough pickets. 

That the villages are there at all is a 
marvel, without emphasizing their rapid 
growth and material success. - All are so 
much alike that they seem to differ only in 
their ages. Villages are planted by Agro- 
joint like crops, in spring or fall, and like 
Russian wheat, the winter planting is the 
best. The first colonies were started in the 
fall of 1924, and more have followed with 
the regularity’ of seasons. One group of 
colonists may be more energetic, or have bet- 
ter financial resources, but so systematic 
and true to form is the usual development 
that it is as easy to tell the age of a colony 
as that of a field of grain. 

A definite plan has been developed for all 
villages. Tw parallel streets, at least 100 
feet wide, are laid out a quarter of a mile 
apart. On one street a space is set aside 
for the park, eventually to face the school 
and other public buildings. Other squares 
are marked for store, creamery e- other 
communal enterprises.* The remaining space 
is divided equally among the families for 
homes. Back of each house, the broad 
stretch between the streets is used for in- 
dividual vegetable gardens, vineyards or 
orchards, 

The old Siberian plan of co-operative vil- 
lage farming, made scientific, is used. Fam- 
ily holdings of land are scattered so that 
each family has its holding in different 
tracts as these latter rotate by years for va- 
rious crops or lie fallow. All the holdings— 
none is fenced—in a tract are plowed, 
planted, ‘mowed and threshed in common by 
machinery. Each family, however, cultivates 
and harvests its individual crop, the grain 
of the industrious peasant not being mixed 
with that of one who neglects his little field.

The delicious capers which Leon Daudet has late- 
ly been cutting up have perhaps given the American 
peopie the notion that French royalism is a sort of 
political clown show. If Americans give it any seri- 
ous thought at all, they probably think that it stands 
for the revival of the regime of the Bourbons, with 
all that regime’s gaudy fads and frills, bucolic affec- 
| tations, Pompadours, Du Barries and so on. 
| Nothing, of course, could be less true. For all their 
amusing antics, for all their humor—which French 
-monarchists possess in common with other French- 
-men—royalism is considered by its devotees as @ 


|very serious and promising political philosophy. 


What is more, these devotees are anything but po- 
litical pariah, for among them are such literary fig- 
ures as Sully-Prudhomme, Paul Bourget, Jules Le 
maitre and Jacques Bainville, as well as Charies 
Maurras and Daudet himself, editors of the official 
paper of the party, L’Action Francaise, and recog- 
nized as the most brilliant Castor and Pollux of con- 
|temporary French journalism. 

| Royalism, in fine, though the old French nobility 
supports it, is primarily a movement of intellectuals, 
) and its political program reaffirms this fact. Besides 
the restoration of a héreditary monarchy, this pro- 
gtam includes decentralization. which is a moré or 
less radical proposal, and the establishment of a 
national assembly made up of representatives of pro 
fessional and economic gr-ups, which is a device ob 
viously borrowed from syndicalism.

ACK in 1924 somebody tonceived the 

idea of showing the world the speed and 
efficiency with which the United States 
could mobilize ‘or war. On a r’ven day— 
it was the Maryland Free State’s Old De- 
fenders’ Day. unless we are mistaken—the 
call was given and the army, the navy. 
the National Guard, the reserves and all 
the branches of the national defense were 
rushed to arms. 

Whatever it proved, it was a great day 
—for the people who like that sort of 
thing. Most people apparently hadn’t heard 
of it at all. And many of those w’. did hear 
of it weren't at all sure they approved. 
They didn't like to be interrupted in their 
usual occupations. They were half afraid 
that Japan or some other foreign power 
would think we were staging a demon- 
s:ration to indicate we were ready to fight 
at the drop of the hat. It didn’t seem ex- 
actly the proper sort of gestt.e for a coun- 
try that had recently concluded “a war to 
end war.” Then when one of its enemies 
called it “Geose Step Day” the damage was 
done. The country gave it the horse-laugh. 

Next year an effort was made to silence 
some of the opposition by holding the 
demonstration on July 4. But Americans 
have long regarded July 4 as a holiday 
to be spent on the water, the goli links, in 
the car or in the woods. They didn’t want 
to wear a uniform on that day. So the 
second Defense Day celebration fell even 
flatter. 

Last year it was abandoned altogether 
and now word comes from Wasnington that 
the whole idea ts about to be dropped. If 
there is any mobilization this year, it will 
be a paper mobilization and the general 
citizenry will not have to worry about it. 

Just what this means it is hard tc say. 
But it is certain that the very belligerent 
in our midst will point to it as a victory 
for the pacifists, and probably insist that 
it is another evidence of the effectiveness 
with which the bolshevists are boring from 
within.

5 LARGE BUILDINGS COSTING _ 
$9,400,000 GOING UP IN - 
ST. LOUIS BUSINESS DISTRICT 


Three Skyscrapers and Two Public Structures 
Within Few Blocks of Each Other 
Under Construction. 


Three skyscrapers and two public 
buildings are under construction in 
the extended downtown district of 
St. Louis, where the skyline is 
changing very noticeably. They 
will aggregate $9,400,000 in cost. 

The Civil Courthouse, a bond is- 
Sue project costing $4,000,000, 
which will be the city's tallest 
structure, stands out in the group. 
It is on the block bounded by 
Twelfth boulevard, Eleventh, 
Chestnut and Market streets. Work 
of erecting its huge steel frame 
is attracing much attention. 

Others are the $2,500,000 Mis- 
souri Pacific Building, Thirteenth, 
Olive and\ Pine streets: the new 
$1,000,000 } Police Headquarters, 
Twelfth d Spruce Streets and 


Clark avenue; the $1,000,000 Mu- 
ntlnad Sérvice Building, another 
bond ™project, Twelfth, Spruce and 
Eleventh streets and Clark ave- 
nue, and the $900,000 Robert E. 
Lee Hotel, Eighteenth and Pine 
streets. 

In the past, Twelfth boulevard 
has been the western boundary and 
Market street the southern of the 
so-called downtown district, but 
these projects and the Olive street 
widening are helping to extend the 
area, 

Erection of the 680v tons of 
Courthouse steel began Feb. 23 and 
is exp-cted to be finished within 
two weeks. Its BRighest points now 
are 295 feet above the sidewalk, 
but the eventual height will be 
386 feet. On Aug. 2 bids will be 
received for the wails and interior, 
work o- which is expectcJl to start 
in about a month. The building 
will be finished in the fore part 
of 1929. Counting 10 mezzanines, 
it will have 23 stories, nearly all 
of unusual loftiness, and a large 
storage space under the pyramidal 
roof. 

Highest steel on the Missouri 
Pacific Building now is about 108 
feet above ground, at the base of 
the eleventh story. This structure 
will be 270 feet, or 22 floors, high. 
Like the Courthouse and the 
recently completed 370-foot, 33- 
story Bell Telephone Building, it 
will be in the modern set back 
style of architecture. These three 
skyscrapers are within a few blocks 
of each other.

frame of the new Police Headquar- 
ters have been built for some time 
and a contractor recently began 
work on the superstructure. Across 
the street, excavation is being com- 
pleted for the Municipal Service 
Building and a concrete tower has 
been raised. Heat and light for 
public buildings of the civic center 
will be supplied from this place, 
which also will house a municipal 
garage, Fire Department repair 
shop and fire engine house. 


Other City Buildings Planned. 


Once the old Four Courts occu- 
pied the service building site and 
the old City Hall was on the 
Courthouse site. Soon a Coroner's 
Court Buildin; will be erected west 
of Police Headquarters and eventu- 
ally a municipal auditorium and a 
war memorial will occupy part of 
Memorial Plaza, which the Court- 
house and City Hall face. 

Excavation has been started foi 
the Robert E. Lee Hotel, to have 
14 stories, at the northwest cor- 
ner of Eighteenth and Pine streets. 

Escorted by Dan Carroll, super- 
intendent for the Memorial Plaza 
Commission, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter climbed 271 feet to the so- 
called thirteenth floor of the Court- 
house several days ago and was 
rewarded by a magnificent view of 
the city in all directi_ns. It was 
necessary to ascend 12 substantial- 
ly rigged ‘adders, having about 
306 steps, to reach this height, and 
the trip took seven minutes. Since 
arm muscles as well as those of 
legs were ‘rought ‘into play the 
task was easier than climbing as 
many stairs. The steel workers. 
when engaged at this “altitude” 
stay up all day, having their 
tunches with them. 

Their job is not as dangerous as 
some persons suppose, for heavy 
planks furnish solid decks on the 
levels where they operate. Some 
of them, however, were raising a 
deck to the next level when the 
reporter arrived, and they scram- 
bled lightly out on piles ef boards 
over thin air to adjust the derrick 
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Operafion of the derrick is a 
noteworthy feat. Its mast and 
boom,/of heavy ateel, have their 
base fat present on the thirteenth 
floof, but the motivating cables 
come up from an electric motor at 
the base of the structure. The mo- 
jorman cannot see the derrick and 
is\ guided entirely by two bells of 
different tones sounded by wires 
puNed from the top. Uncannily, 
the ‘giant apparatus deposits its 
errr loads of structural steel 
without error, 

The Courthouse will consist of a 
tall, sqyare shaft, on top of which 
will beja large unit designed like 


will be a pyramid. Included in the 
temple portion will be space for 
the St. Louis Law Ldbrary on the 
twelfth floor, and a mezzanine; 

Louis Court of 
Appeals on the thirteenth floor, 
an dover this.an attic. It is easy 
to distinguish the temple section 
from the street in the framework 
now, for it is set back from the 
walls of the shaft below. 

Steel at present reaches to the 
ceiling of the thirteenth floor. That 
for the attic and for the roof re- 
mains to go up. The top of the 
roof will be 374 feet high and sur- 
mounting it will be sphinxes, add- 
ing 12 feet. 

From the wind-swept height of 
the thirteenth floor the visiting re- 
porter could see as far as the City 
Sanitarium on Arsenal street and 
well into the industrial area on the 
East Side. He stood somewhat 
higher than the roof of the 250- 
foot Railway Exchange Building 
and the dome of the old Court- 
house on Broadway; not many feet 
higher than the tips of the KSD 
radio towers on the Post-Dispatch 
Building roof and the top of the 
picturesque City Hall tower, and 
about opposite the twenty-first 
storv of the Bell Building. 
Familiar old structures down be- 
low took on new forms and beau- 
ties. Workmen on the city build- 
ings at Twelfth and Clark appeared 
Hke pygmies. The amount of va- 
cant industrial land along the Mi!Tl 
Creek valley railroad tracks was 
surprising. The striking facade of 
the twin-towered 8t. Joseph's 
Church at Eleventh and Biddle 
streets stood out to the north.

found in the eastern United States; Urania ripheus, found in 
Africa; Morpho cipris, native to Peru; Platysamia euryalus, 
found in California; Papilio zalmoxis, found along the Calabar, 
a river in southern Nigeria, Africa; Papilio zestos, native to 
Mexico and Honduras; Ornithoptera, commonly known as the 
Bird-wing butterfly, found in the East Indies; Citheronia splen- 
dens, called the Splendid Regal Moth, found in Arizona and 
Mexico; Caligo atreus, or Owl Butterfly, so named because of 
the protective markings on the wings, found in Colombia;

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The Man Who “Bruk a British Square’

HE story of a hard- 
headed old man 
who clung to a fa- 
natical faith for 650 
years, until it was 
as dead and forgot- 
ten as its prophet, 
a weary, grim old 
man who preferred 
26 years of prison 
because freedom carried the condition 
of denial of his long-lost cause, has 
been told. That man was Osman 
Digna. 

For nearly 20 vears this Arab war- 
rior, one of the most relentless foes 
England ever had in her long war for 
empire, held sway over vast stretches 
of the arid Sudan that sweeps un- 
broken from the boundaries of Egypt 
to the remote jungle fastnesses of Af- 
rica, wielding his savage tribes in the 
cause of his prophet, the Mahdi, witha 
fanuticlsm that defeated force after 
force of imperial troops. 

Mothers in England used his name 
to intimidate their children as once 
English mothers had used the name of 
the Black Bruce. Kipling immortalized 
hiin and his warriors in ringing ballad 
meter as ‘‘Fuzzy-Wuzzy,’’ who broke a 
British square. 

Finally he was captured and lived 
for the remainder of his life in exile, 
always disdaining the forgiveness 
which his captors held out, dying a 
few months ago, a thin, old, brown 
man, in the dust of Wadi Halfa, on the 
Nile, which had been his prison. And 
now H. C. Jackson, for many years a 
member of the Sudan political service 
—one of the foes whom Osman Digna 
could never forgive—has written the 
story of his life, conceding to the fallen 
enemy a strength and power that gives 
some understanding of how he was 
able to resist for so long the pride of 
England bent on the conquest of an 
empire, 


first led Osman to rebel against 

Egyptian rule in the Sudan, Jack- 
son writes. One may have been the 
fact that his. valuable slave trade had 
been brokeh up by the Government. 
Another, certainly—perhaps the most 
important—was the Mahdi, a zealous 
fanatic who proclaimed himself the 
prophet, destined, according to the Ko- 
ran, to return and lead the Moslem 
world to victory against the infidels. 
The Sudan tribes, exploited by grafting 
Egyptian tax collectors, were ripe for 
revolt, and Osman was in many ways 
well suited for leader. 

Most important of these qualifica- 
tions was his intense hatred for the 
Egyptians and for the English who had 
assumed a protectorate over Egyp- 
tian affairs. He came of a reli- 
gious family and he was respected in 
and about Suakin on the Red Sea, 
where he had carried on his slave 
trade under the merchant's mask. In 
appearance he was striking—the typ- 
ical Arab sheik, familiar to anyone 
who knows an illustrated edition of the 
“Thousand and One Nights,’’ Jackson 
writes. His skin was a light yellow in 
color, his eyelashes were very thick, 
his sharp-cut features were hawk-like, 
his eyes dark and deepset. He was not 
long in joining forces with the Mahdi. 

His first army, composed largely of 
tribesmen from about Suakin, which is 
in the Eastern Sudan, was armed only 
with clubs, stones and crude spears. 
But Osman Digna had inflamed them 
with his own fanatical hatred of the 
English and the Egyptians. Osman 
took as his province the Eastern Su- 
dan; the Mahdi with his forces con- 
ducted operations farther to the west, 


along the Nile. 
ed | first commenced to preach a 

holy war,’ Jackson writes, ‘‘his 
following consisted of a few unarmed, 
untrained and ignorant scalliwags, as 
poverty-stricken as himself. In a lit- 
tle over two years this rabble had de- 
veloped into a formidable army that, 
with spears and sticks, had succeeded 
in capturing nearly 21,000 rifles and 
19 guns. 

“By the end of 1883 the rising tide 
of Mahdiism had swept over the whole 
of the southern, western and central 
Sudan. Kordofan and Darfur had 
been overwhelmed; the Bahr el Gha- 
zal was almost submerged. Only a few 
isolated posts, such as Sennar and 
Kassala, held out, like rocks, amid the 
seas that every minute threatened to 
engulf them.” 

To the east Osman was 
with success.: He defeated 
tian forces at Khor Abent and at 
El Teb and he laid siege to the im- 
portant seacoast town of Suakin. 
where panic prevailed. He demoral- 
ized the Berber-Suakin caravan route 
and extended his activities in an ever- 
widening circle, gaining new forces of 
war with each wictory.

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defeat of General Valentine Baker, Os. 
man and the Mahdi could almost di- 
vide the entire Sudan between them. 

The rule which Osman administered 
was as swift and ruthless in its justice 
as it was harsh and cruel in its pun- 
ishments. Murder and brigandage were 
the two offenses for which the offend- 
ers were usually put to death. Some- 
times, if a party of highway robbers 
was captured, as many as 25 would be 
executed together. Some of these 
would be hanged, while the rest had 
their heads cut off. 

“For those who were proved before 
the cadis’ court by four witnesses to 
have erred from the paths of morality 
a special punishment was reserved,” 
Jackson writes. ‘‘The man, whether 
married or single, was hanged. If the 
woman had no husband she received 
80 lashes, but if she were married she 
was buried up to her neck in the 
ground and then stoned to death. 

“For theft the punishment was that 
which is 80 commonly inflicted in the 
African states—the loss of a limb. For 
the first offense the right hand was 
severed from the wrist. For the see- 
ond offense the left toot was cut off 
at the ankle. There is no recorded 
case of a thief having been convicted a 
third time, either because the victims 
of his evil prectices omitted, in the 
kindness of their hearts, to hand him 
over to Justice, or, as is more probable. 
because the two previous punishments 
succeeded in their object of prevent- 
Ing a repetition of the offense.”

Osmay 
Digna faced a new and very much mon 
formidable enemy. 

In their first encounter the forces of 
Osman Digna triumphed and Kite 
ener, for the first and last time, wa 
defeated. With only 450 irregular 
Kitchener had sought to take the tows 
of Handub, where Osman was eo 
trenched. Driven back at first, the 
Arab tribesmen returned to the fray 
and routed the irregular troops in wild 
disorder. Kitchener received a bulle 
wound in the jaw, which later proved 
very serious, and the marks of whid 
he took with him to the last. Osmap 
had fled when first he had seen the 
fight going against the Arabs. 

Three years of warfare followed, 
with Kitchener approaching every day 
nearer to his goal, the destruction of 
the Khalifa’s forces. In August, 1898, 
at Omdurman, Kitchener met the com 
bined armies of the Khalifa and 0+ 
man Digna.

Three hours later they found her 
dead, her black hair brushing the note 
she had so hastened to write. The 
missive was addressed, ‘“‘My Dear 
Miss Rosenberg,’’ and it said: 


“Do you think we should judge, 
either praise or condemn, not knowing 
the circumstances? There is nothing 
so thin but has two sides to it. 


“If your father requested the letter 
I have here, as you say he did, he can 
truly consider himself a man. I can 
only wish that he has as much happl- 
ness, success and real contentment as 
I have been caused misery, shame and 
degradation. 

“PATRICIA MARSHALL.”

ND who was this Rosenberg 
A wie had caused her, as she 

wrote, such ‘misery and 
shame'’? He was Harry Rosenberg, 
a Washington broker, a man three 
times her age, for he is near 70. He 
is a stout, little-eyed man, given to 
great fur coats and bristly hair. He 
lived in one of the most palatial man- 
sions in Washington, a great colonial 
mansion, with white columns. He re- 
fused to have any servants in his 
house. In the recent past he was wont 
to sit on the front porch of his fine 
home, he would sit there in his soiled 
shirtsleeves, wearing no collar, while 
the streams of motorists filed along 
the fine boulevard on which he has his 
home. 

It was last summer that Rosenberg 
went on a business trip to the West. 
And he met Patricia, or Pat, aa she 
was called, through a common friend 
who had asked them both to attend 
a dinner party. They saw each other 
a few times, then Rosenberg went 
away. 

But they corresponded. One night 
last November, according to Rosen- 
berg’s wife, her husband brought a 
pretty girl to their home for dinner 
one evening. Rosenberg, his wife 
says, introduced her as the daughter 
of a well-known Kansas City insur-

ance man, and said that the girl’s fa- 
ther had brought her to the national 
capital for a school girl's sightseeing 
trip. 

Rosenberg declared he was trans- 
acting some very important business 
with her father, business which kept 
him at an expensive hotel much of the 
time, conferring with her father in his 
fine suite. 

Then, as Mrs. Rosenberg tells it, she 
invited the young girl to dinner at her 
home on several occasions, and always 
she invited her to bring her father. 
But for some reason or other the par- 
ent nmever appeared. After several 
weeks of Rosenberg’'s secret dealings 
with Patricia Marshall's father, Mrs. 
Rosenberg became suspicious. 

So she went to the young woman's 
hotel, only to find, she relates, that 
the girl, instead of being registered 
from Kansas City, was registered from 
Los Angeles, and instead of being reg- 
istered with her father she was regis- 
tered alone. 


‘RS. ROSENBERG says that on 
[VU eearaine this she went immedi-

Mrs. Rosenberg went no _ (further 
into the matter at that time; she apol- 
ogized; she again had Patricia to 
dinner. 

For a time Patricia remained in 
Washington, then she returned to Cai- 
ifornia, where she resumed her school- 
ing in a private institution. From that 
time on, according to Mrs. Rosenberg, 
her husband was frequently called to 
the West Coast on business. 

Then frequent telegrams, collect, be- 
gan coming to Rosenberg; next she 
learned he was paying Patricia’s school 
tuition; she discovered he was giving 
her an allowance. 

Rosenberg went on another trip. He 
did not return to Washington. He did 
not appear in California. It seemed 
as if he had dropped off of the face 
of the earth. 

And Patricia Marshall continued to 
send collect telegrams to Rosenberg's 
home, and small bills, which it had 
been his habit to pay for her. Then 
one of these messages came and Miss 
Ruth Rosenberg, Rosenberg’s daugh- 
ter, happened upon it. 

Miss Rosenberg is 26. She {is a 
shrewd young woman: dictatorial, 
opinionated. Responsibility was thrust 
upon her in early childhood: when 
she gives order she means them to be 
obeyed. Her face is pale, she has 
black hair that accentuates her pallor: 
her lips are thin, narrow lines. seem- 
ingly without blood in them. Reading 
the letters she found in her father's 
effects, she took upon herself the re- 
sponsbility of ending the affair once 
and for all, 

Promptly she sat down and penned 
this note: 


in Love With 
a Man of 70 
—But When the 


Latter’s Daughter 


Reproached Her, 
She Took Poison. 


In the absence of my father, 

I opened your letter signed 
‘Pat, dated April 27, 1927, and also 
your telegram, dated a few days later, 
both sent from Hollywood. I just 
want to say the following few words 
to you, which I hope you will under- 
stand. 

“It was my misfortune to have ever 
met you. You know that Mr. Rosen- 
berg very foolishly allowed sentiment 
and goodheartedness to get the best of 
his judgment, and he helped you to 
the extent of a large sum of money 
for education, shelter and clothes. 

“The proper place for you all the 
time was the reformatory. Mr. Ros- 
enberg, at the present time, is in want, 
and has had considerable misunder- 
standing at home on account of his 
having had anything to do with you. 
On top of this he receives collect tele- 
grams which he cannot afford to pay. 

“‘He asked me to write you this let- 
ter, and if at any time in the future 
my mother and father should be an- 
noyed by you, I will get in touch with 
the United States District Attorney in 
Hollywood, through postal authorities 
here, and have you arrested for ex- 
tortion and blackmail. 

‘‘My advice to you is to get to work. 
I work hard, and so does my father. 
You prefer to beg. I am sending a 
copy of this letter to Mrs. Curtis. Thia 
will prevent you from putting any- 
thing over on her. 

“RUTH ROSENBERG.” 

This letter was found among others 
in Patricia Marshall's desk after they 
discovered her dead . body. And 
among those other letters was one 
written on a typewriter and signed 
with Rosenberg’s name by typewriter; 
it was dated a few weeks ago, and it 
said: 

“Tam tnclosing your last bill which 
you ran up here, and which I paid with 
borrowed money. You certainly know 
how to spend money. I hope you are 
as good at earning it. When you have 
to sweat for money, as I have had to 
do, you will hesitate about throwing 
It away.”’

Patricia Marshall's diary from 

her mother. It was not a chron- 
Ological diary of her life, daily entry 
following daily entry; rather it was a 
spasmodic chronology, the writing ap- 
parently inspired only at such Inter- 
vals when her heart was too full to 
longer hold her feelings, or when long 
hours of meditation had filled her 
brain with philosophies she deemed 
worthy of preservation. Such entries 
were found as these:

Despite the Claims of a Successful 
Business, W. W. Durbin of 
Kenton, Ohio, Still Loves to Pull

KENTON, OHIO. 
T IS the avocation of 
William W. Durbin to 
take rabbits out of 
gentlemens ears and 
gubernatorial victo- 
ries out of the clutch- 
es of the Ohio Repub- 
licans. The last pro- 
cedure at times, I am 
informed, is a much 
more difficult and strenuous business 
than the former. It is a feat equal 
ip black magic to extracting a filet 
mignon en casserole from the neck: 
band of a vegetarian. This magician 
happens to be the head of a large sign- 
making plant, but that is merely his 
vocation. 

Mr. Durbin also is one of the most 
distinguished cussers I have ever met. 
His oaths are always wholesome but 
never severe, he uses them sparingly 
but with great gusto, he ever places 
them perfectly in their context and he 
lets them spout out of his mouth with 
spontaneity and precision. But then 
Mr. Durbin is a magician. 

In fact, he is a very black one. I 
should say a white: magician is one 
who can only do a few card tricks, a 
gray magician is one who can do a 
few card tricks and perhaps a stunt 
or two with a red silk handkerchief, 
but a really first rate, sawing-a- 
woman-in-two, growing-flowers-out-of- 
glass magician is a very black magi- 
clan. Keller, -Thurston, Hermann—fel- 
lows like that are very black magi- 
cans. 

Now, in the Empire of Magic, Ken- 
ton, Ohio, is the capital. It is a nice 
town of about 8000 souls, and when 
I arrived there magic was in the air. 
For the society of contemporary nec- 
romancers, the ‘International Brother. 
hood of Magicians,"’ had but a day or 
two before completed their annual 
convention. Some 700 men of magic 
had descended upon Kenton during 
those days and those days had been 
hazardous. 


Those had been desperate days, the 
natives informed me, days fraught 
with unknown dangers. It was noth- 
ing, I'm told, for a good housewife to 
wend her way down Kenton’s princi- 
pal thoroughfare only to be stopped by 
some bearded stranger who immedi- 
ately took three chickens and a head 
of cabbage out of the market basket 
which she believed to be empty. Sleek- 
faced old gentlemen, of most benign 
appearance, stood beneficently in hotel 
lobbies and in the midst of fatherly 
‘onversations with little boys, sudden- 
ly burst into flames. The mora! is 
ebvious. Young men. who seemed in 
the best of health, sat themselves at 
luncheon tables only to become sud- 
denly pale and tortured looking. Then

“America s Most 
Weird and Marvel- 
ous Exhibition, 
DURBIN, the Past 
Master of the 
Black Art,” as the 
gentleman was 
wont to style him- 
self in his an- 
nouncements of 
years later. 
Durbin, s0 he 
told me, practiced 
hard and diligent- 
ly after he and 
his pal got their 
30-cent book. 
They mastered 
tricks. Before long 
they were sending 
off for the para- 
phernalia of the 
sorcerers, other ef- 
fects that were too expen- 
sive to purchase they 
made themeelves. Soon 
they had given a show, then 
another show. 
The two boys spent an entire 


Kenton. I was born here, my father 
was a doctor and he died when I was 
a little fellow. Like most country 
doctors he had a big practice but not 
much money; he did a lot of work but 
a lot of his clients didn’t pay him; 
they couldn't pay him. After he died, 
let me tell you, we had a pretty (8 
word meaning condemned is here de- 
leted) hard time of it. 

“Well. it was on Sunday, May 21. 
1876, that John Robinson's circus 
came to town. The kids, of course, 
were all there to see them unload and 
they let us guide the ponies from the 
tracks to the circus ground. I got a 
pony I'd been to Sunday Schoo! in 
the morning and I was supposed to 
be there again in the afternoon, but 
1 played hookey. I had on my best 
euit of clothes and my shoes were

“What was just as bad, I got home 


late. It was my job to bring the (de- 
leted) cow in every night, and when 
I got home and the cow hadn't been 
taken care of and mud was al! over 
me, 1 heard plenty about it from my 
mother. 

“She told mel didnt get any money 
to go to the circus the next day, and 
she usually meant what she said. She 
did this time, too. But I was deter- 
mined to see that circus. I went out 
to the grounds and pretty soon | saw 


aman sitting in an 
open tent. 
‘“*Want to see the 
circus, Bud?’ he said. 
I told him I sure did. 
So he told me if I'd 
get him a bucket of 
water he'd let me in 
I got the water. Then 
he asked me to get 
him some wood. I 
got him the wood and 
I helped him make a 
fire. 
“Then he took me 
in the sideshow 
tent. I saw the fat woman and the 
armless man who wrote with his toes 
And then he took me to see the man 
who ran a dagger through his arm 
Right through the arm went the dag- 
ger then he pulled it out There 
wasn t a sign of blood. ( Deleted.) I 
thought that was wonderful My 
guide then took me to a box of 
enakes—he was the snake man— 
opened the box and he wound snakes 
all around him After that we wen’ 
back to his part of the tent and he 
put some coffee on to boll He cut 
some bread. Of course, being a kid, 
I was always hungry, just like all 
kids I'd just got through my dinner 
but I was hungry anyhow But | 
couldn't eat any of that bread He'd 
had his hands on it and those hands 
had touched the snakes. I drank some 
coffee, though. 
“I never forgot that man and the 
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dagger All summer long I thought 
about it. I thought about it all win- 
ter. (Deleted.) I couldn't forget 
about the (deleted) thing. he next 
spring a neighbor was cleaning out 
her attic and out of the attic came 
a copy of Frank Leslie's boys’ and 
girls' weekly. And in it was 
an ad about a book on black magic. 
Well, I knew I had to have that book. 
A paper covered one cost 30 cents, a 
cloth covered one 50 cents. The paper 
covered book would be all right. I 
told my pal about it and we decided 
to get the book. 


‘q4 y E WORKED and saved for 
W weeks to get that 39 cents. 
We collected old rags and 
paper and anything we could find 
If anyone hung an old rug or 
piece of carpet out on their fence, 
they'd better beware Finally we 
scraped up the money. I got my older 
brother to write to the people who 
sold the book, telling them we wanted 
it, and for doing this my older brother 
made me hoe the potatoes for him 
The letter couldn't possibly have got- 
ten to New York and the book come 
back in less than a week, but we were 
right at the post office the next da) 
And every other day until that book 
came. I can see them sticking it iniv 
our box right now. 

“I began to study magic then and 
I've never stopped. Deleted.) I've 
been a magician ever since.” 

Thus began the mystic career of 


winter building a tent, its accessories 
and magical apparatus. When spring 
arrived they gave their first big exhi- 
bition A late snowstorm swept down 
upon Kenton the night before the per- 
formance, but Durbin and his crew 
got together early the next morning 
and shoveled it away from the show 
grounds. 

Now he was getting to be a young 
man. It was time for him to think 
about just what he was going to do. 
He had stopped schoo! long ago and 
gone to work as an iron molder He 
didn’t stay at that Jong His nex? 
step was to the office of one of Ken- 
ton’s lawyers, and he began the study 
of law 

long with this he got a job as 
clerk in one of the county offices. The 
next thihz he knew he was in politics. 
Before he was 20 he became chairman 
of the Democratic County Committee 
and under his leadership his party 
was victorious. But he didn’t give up 
his magic; he kept at the time; 
perhaps some of those county victories 
were the result of it 

Studying the law, county clerking, 
always studying and practicing magic, 
kept him just a little more than busy 
But they didn’t keep him too busy to 
let him refuse a civil appointment in 
the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton. when it was obtained for him by 

iio politician 

Off he went to Washington aad 
there, quite as in Kenton, he contin- 
red his magic and his study of ihe 


law. Never did a magician of great 
importance or little importance visit 
the capital that Durbin didn't spend 
his money to see the show. At nights 
he went to law school. While he was 
in Washington he got married. Pres- 
ently he finished his law course. He 
packed up his magician’s tricks and 
he and ‘Mrs. Durbin returned to Ken 
ton. 

Durbin of the black arts was a full- 
fledged lawyer now. So he and an- 
other young attorney started in to 
practice. They did well enough. but 
not well enough for Durbin. He felt 
he ought to be making money at a 
greater rate and making more of it. 
To his law earnings came the returns 
from the magic shows he gave in Ken- 
ton and the surrounding towns. Stil] 
it wasn’t enough money. He decided 
to become a professional performer. a 
professional performer in the sense 
that he would devote his entire time 
to it and nothing else: he had his 
eyes on the professional circuits. 

So one day he appeared before an 
official of one of these aforementioned 
circuits, and before this gentleman 
Durbin, the sorcerer. displayed his 
magic wares. His audience of one 
was thrilled, bewildered and enthused. 
as the magic men say on the Dill- 
boards. From then on, said he, Dur- 
bin could be on his Dill. 

William W. Durbin went home. 


night,’ he told me. ‘“‘We looked 

at the situation from all angles: 
we talked all about it. I'd have to go 
away and leave my wife and the chil- 
dren for weeks ata time. We're here 
a short enough time as it is. anyway. 
By morning I'd decided I'd stay where 
1 was. (Deleted), when I walked down 
the street that next morning I was 
mighty glad I wasn't going away.” 

So Durbin stayed In Kenton and 
confined his necromancy to this town 
and the more or less adjacent terri- 
tory. He kept up his law. Then one 
day he and some others bought a 
small sign factory. It didnt go as 
well as it should. Durbin’s associates 
decided he was the man to take charge 
of it. So he did, letting his law go, 
for now he had no more time for it. 
But never did he forget to study and 
practice in the realm of sorcery. 

Nor did he quit politics. He be- 
came more a part of them than ever. 
He was made chairman of the State 
Democratic Executive Committee. And 
he did for Ohio Democracy just what 
he had done for the sign factory; he 
picked a few bricks out of the dust 
and built an edifice. He put a Demo- 
crat on his State's gubernatorial 
throne. He served as chairman of 
this committee for many years; for- 
mer Governor Cox, Democratic candl- 
date for President in 1920, became 
Governor of Ohio under Bill Durbin’'s 
regime. 

And through it all he kept fast to 
his sorcery, did Durbin. He didn’t 
have to make magical illusions any 
more; now he could go out and buy

them. Long before he had builta hall 
behind his home, a amall theater. 
There were al] his treasures stored. 
That hall has a heating and lighting 
system. It seats 125 persone. It has a 
stage, and behind that stage is a store- 
room for all the hundreds of magi- 
clan's tricks that could never be 
crowded at one time on that stage. 
Its walla are packed and jammed with 
photographs of sorcerers of the past 
and pres®@nt: there is standing room 
only and mighty little of that. 

Durbin calla it his Egyptian Halli 
He calls it so after the famous Egyp- 
tian Hall in London which once was 
the shrine of the necromancere of 
this planet. Now the shrine of the 
professors of the mystic is in Kenton 
In Durbin's Egyptian Hall is the great- 
est collection of magical effects and 
illusions in the world. just ase in it {s 
the greatest gallery of sorcerers’ pic- 
tures in the world 

Among these illusions are those 
which Durbin Invented himself; gifts 
from famous magicians, such as 
Blackstone: a pair of handcuffs which 
‘ook the late Houdini more than an 
hour to get out of on a London stage, 
but from which he finally did 

So there is no doubt at al! that 
this Durbin is a very black magician.

There was Ruth Evans, a girl very. 


much like any number of other small- 
town girls, not especially pretty, from 
a good family, in easy circumstances, 
living in a pleasant home. Wer- 
ner C. Martin, too, was outwardly just 
like any number of other attractive 
young Americans who travel about the 
country in one capacity or another. 
They were married at about the time 
that everyone had concluded Ruth 
Evans,was destined for a lifetime of 
school teaching. 

Then into Martin's life came a third 
woman, the woman whom he described 
asx a “devil with a baby face.’’ And at 
the end of a year—tragedy and a se- 
ries of disclosures that revealed the 
man who had been a model husband 
in another light. Tragedy that left 
Ruth Evans Martin with only her in- 
fant son and the memory of a year 
which she says was the most perfect 
year of her life, even though it ended 
in disaster. 


VEN when she was in high 
Fy 22200 Ruth Evans did not go out 

with boys very often. She was 
considered a rather more serious type 
of girl. The tortoise-shell-rimmed 
spectacles with their thick lenses 
which she has worn for a number of 
years added to the earnestness of her 
expression. 

She had many friends among the 
girls of her age in the neighborhood. 
Their mothers all admired Ruth. They 
spoke of her as ‘“‘that nice Evans gir].’’ 
They held her up as a model of con- 
duct. » 

And when they wanted to say some- 
thing nice about Ruth Evans they 
eapoke of her as ‘“‘sweet.”’ And she 
was just that, a sweet girl. 

After graduation from high school 
she went to Coe College in Cedar Rap- 
ids rather than leave her father and 
mother, to whom she was devoted. At 
Coe she continued to be a “sweet” girl. 
She was active in Y. W. C. A. work 
and belonged to one of the most prop- 
er sororities. But, to use the vernac- 
ular of the campus, Ruth Evans didn't 
have very many dates. 

Inevitably, when she had completed 
her course at Coe, Ruth Evans started 
teaching.

For four years Ruth 
taught school.

Then the unexpected happened.

Ruth Evans liked him almost from 
that very first day. She thought he 
was handsome, too.

For 
Dr. Barnes is firm in his convic- 
tion that the hospital needs the 
promised hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The fear of American asci- 
entists is that the collection will 
pass out of the country.

It is probable 
that, within a year, the collection, 
with Curator Benjamin as perma- 
nent chaperone, will be on its 
way to Washington. :

Dr. Barnes chanced to be in 
Europe at the time that the Ober- 
thur collection was offered for 
sale. He hurried to the little 
French town in which Oberthur’s 
heirs were auctioning off the col- 
lection and succeeded in acquir- 
ing for $10,000 all the North 
American specimens. and On his 
return he brought back to Deca- 
tur those same Arctic butterflies 
which the early explorers had 
brought with much difficulty and 
hardship out of the North coun- 
try. A faint iridescent green, 
merging to pink, they give little 
intimation of their history, of 
their adventurous passing from 
hand to hand through nearly a 
century, filed away as they are 


in one of Dr. Barnes’ innumerable 
cases. 


HERE are other butterflies 
with histories nearly as 
long. In the Barnes collec- 
tion there are three or four speci- 
mens—the only ones in 
the world—of a butter- 
fly species that is now 
extinct. These specimens 
were caught in a swamp 
where now the City of 
San Francisco stands. 
Some time before the 
gold rush an enterpris- 
ing traveler with an 
amateur’s interest in in- 
sects captured them. 
Then came the gold 
rush and the swamp was 
drained or obscured and 
this species of butterfly 
was no more. Its par- 
ticular breeding and 
feeding ground had been 
destroyed. These in- 
significant looking yel- 
low - brown specimens 
were acquired by the x 
purchase of an entire col- 
lection. That is one of the surpris- 
ing things about Dr. Barnes’ col- 
lection. In most instances it is the 
insignificant, dun-colored' types 
that are the rare and valued 
prizes of the museum. The great 
showy butterflies—the subtly 
colored lemon-yellow luna moths, 
the rich, dusky brown night 
prowlers, the glowing iridescent 
butterflies of the South—are more 
or less common. 

But there are all kinds here, 
nearly 10,000 different species, 
1000 of which Dr. Barnes and his 
curators have named and identi- 
fied. There are butterflies that 
look like honey bees, having 
evolved into this form for pro- 
tection from the birds. There are 
moths almost as small as gnats, 
others as large as bats; there are 
black butterflies, green  butter- 
flies, red butterflies, butterflies 
that can scarcely be distinguished 
from a dead tree leaf, and butter-
